- the settlers, induced His Excellency 
to proceed: ‘north, although in “feeble 
health, for the purpose of personally.

tion to go into Committee on the re- 
solutions for increasing the subsidy 
to Nova Scotia was ‘lost in the Cana 
‘dian ‘House ot Commons, on the 11th 
inst, by a vote of 80 to 57, at least so” 
says the telegraph.

Jong ceased to rely implicitly upon 
the accuracy of telegraphic announce- 

" ments, especially when figures are in- 
volved. It would really seem that

pieces. The house is being divided 
against itself, and cannot stand. It 
will be seen that the indef tatigable 
Wilkins has been. defeated in bis ab- 
surd attempt to seek legal opinion as 
to the validity of the Act ot Confed- 
eration. His defeat was even worse 
than a simple «adverse vote.. A. reso- 
lution carried by a majodity of two 
and afterwards rescinded.

Dreections ror Usixe Kane's Imupertan Cox- 
pexasp Soar.—tst. For an‘ordinary washing 
(from three to four dozen pieces) dissolve 
one-eighth pound of soap in sufficient builing 
water to cover well your white clothes. Pour 
it over the clothes and‘let them soak thirty 
minutes, stirring them occasionally. If the 
water is hard use a little more soap. : 

2nd. When soaked, wring them out, ile a 
little soap upon the soiled parts, and put them 
into the boiler with sufficient water to boil 
them, having first dissolved one-eighth pound 
of soap in the water, and boil them ten or 
fiftéen minutes, then sups them well, in warm
